As previously reported, the prize 
was won by a band of gypsies who 
wore awalting deportation from 
the Colony, the event coming in 
the nature of a windfall in the 
then low state of their finances. 


But before possession of the 
large sam waa effected, a set-back 
was cncountered. A second group 
of gypsies in the satie band, who 
are not related to the Floris family 
which won the prize, put in a elaim 
for a half-share of the sum, allep- 
ing that although the fact of their 
association with the Floris family 

“an the purchase of the ticket was 
not noted thereon, they were never- 
theless entitled to the half-shure 
from having, on their side, several- 
ly and jointly: contributed to the 

' price of the ticket. 


The dispute became so acute 
that it was officially brought to the 
attention of the Committee of the 
Chinese Club, and at 4 meeting of 
this body on Wednesday evening, 
the matter. was given full investle 
gation, Mr. F.C. Vaux, of Messrs. 
Wilkinson sind Grist (representing 
the Floris family), together with 

- representatives of the other elalme 
ants attending. 


The result was that the original’ 
claim made, to: the whole prize by 
the Floris family, which numbers 
no less than 16 individuals, was 
upheld, while that of: the’ other 
gypsies, who are of Russlan and 
Rumanian origin, was disallowed. 

When interviewed by a Tele- 
graph reporter yesterday after- 
noon, the Secretary of the Clrinese 
Clubs stated that, following the de- 
cision of the Committce meeting, 
the whole of the amount was paid 
out in the morning: to the man who 
presented the winning ticket, ‘and 
who, presumably,: was the mar 

“whese name appeared on the back 
of the ticket as the officia! owner, 
or owner in the first instance. In 
this the Committce wére proceed- | 
ing avcording to the rules govern- 
ing the issue of these Sweep ties 
kets. 


Later in the day, it was confitm- 
ed that the Floris family had 
. drawn the money, and, when last 
seen, the whole family of three 
generations were seen making pre- 
parations for an early exit from 
the Colony, a reminder of the de- 
portation order having been re- 
. eeived from the police authorities. 
It is not known, however, if -in 
consequence of the disruption. of 
harmony ciused by the-dispute, the 
Floris family has decided to take 
a different trail from that of, the

OUTBREAK aN KNITTING 
: _.-FACTORY,-—_-__ 


' A sudden glare in the aky ata 
laté hour in Kowloon Inst night 
indieated tho outbreak’ of firo, 
béing enerally observed 
from Fire Heagdquarters and other 
polits, the resultant cail that 
shortly came, though it was hard- 
ly nevessary for the watchful fird- 
men... 


Tho fire was located at a knit- 
ting factory, at Portland Streot, 
Yaumati. ‘The establishment 
occupied jointly: the ground floors 
of two buildings, and it was at 
No, 25, situated nearer’ to. the 
‘centre of the block, that the heart 
of the blaze was located. From| 
this: spot, through a series of 
openings, the flames shot: up fan- 
vise to ‘the adjoining’ houses. 
The fire first ate through into No. 
27, where firemen succeeded in 
confining it to the ground floor, 
which is the . other half. 
portion of ‘the fuctory, while 
the flames, shot up’ - through 
the. shaft-like. casing of the 
common stairway communicrting 
with No. 23. Here it made short 
work of n joss’ and leather shop, 
and severely damaged the two up- 
per floors, _ 


The contents of the factory were 
irretrievably: destroyed, while ‘No. 
25, where the fire orginated, was 
badly damaged, part of the roof 
being burnt. The flames were .ex- 
tinguished within half-an-hour. 


The inmates of the upper floors 
had moved out in time, and ‘there 
is no known casualty, A boy is 
reported ag missing, from a‘ room{ 
which is still left intact, but it ig 
very probable that he has taken re- 
fuge with friends. In. any case, 
the firemen are still conducting a 
search amongst the debris,
